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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's Affidavit and remarks filed 3/28/08/. 
Claims 1-63 are presently pending. 

Claims 16-29 and 47-59 have been withdrawn from consideration. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The affidavit filed on 3/28/08 under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 is sufficient to overcome the 
document known as exhibit A (LED Powered Airfield Surface Location System by Douglas 
E. Woehler), as far as its use as a 102(b) prior art publication, thereby predating each of the 
Mallet et al. (6,920,390) and Giannopoulos et al. (2003/0125868) references. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-15, 30-46 and 60-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based upon a 
public use or sale of the invention. 

In marked paragraph 4, at the top of page 2, of the affidavit of Douglas Edward 
Woehler filed 3/28/08 under 37 C.F.R. § 1.131, Applicant states "Beyond Mr. Gary B. 
Woehler of Comteq, Inc., Exhibit A (filed in the affidavit of 8/30/07 and first titled "LED 
Powered Airfield Surface Location System"), was shown (additionally) in confidence and for 
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business purposes (emphasis added) only to Mr. Gary Bergen of Dialight Corporation, 
Newark, New Jersey.
